The Institute aimed at spreading educational 
methods in the various branches of the motor 
trade. They were placed in a different posi- 
tion from that of any other arm of commerec 
in the Irish Free State. Nearly all other 
professions were protected by charters or 
some sort of institution.

“HOW TARIFFS WILL AFFECT 
IMPORTS. 


From Our COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 
The chief topic of interest in the markets 
during the past week has been the question 
of how far, if at all, the Government’s 
general tariff proposals will affect imported 
commodities. ‘There is considerable diversity 
of opinion on the subject, and, on account 
of this uncertainty and the possibility of 
higher costs of landed goods, the position 
generally is very steady. So far as spot 
markets are concerned, the Danish official 
quotation has this week been wired eighteen 
kroner higher, and “‘ top ” now stands at 224 
kroner per 100 kilos; at the corresponding 
pen of last year the figure siar kroner 
in 1950 : roner. A very firm tone:i 
reported. íor Ah . dehcriplions.. Danish, 
Swedish, and Finnish show an advance of 
7s+ to: 10s. per cwt. “New Zealand* has ad- 
vanced about 2s., but Australian is the turn 
lower, as compared with last week. In 
bacon there is again little change in the 
position of Irish, but, following reports of 
smaller killings of bacon pigs on the Con- 
tinent, Swedish, Dutch and Polish show an 
official advance of 1s., and, althongh lean 
selections of Danish are unchanged, heavy 
are ls. per cwt. dearer.. “In consequeuce of 
the told weather prevailing during the early 
part of the week, and moderate supplies, the 
market ruled firm, but, with heavier arrivals 
at the close, there was a much quieter feel- 
ing, and prices eased off somewhat. This 
may be attributable, however, to the fact 
that retailers had covered their requirements 
for the Shrovetide demand. 
DOWNWARD TREND OF PRICES. 
Statistics issued by the Board of Agriculture 


“show that during the greater part of 1951 the 


general downward movement of prices con- 
tinued unabated. The reductions. which had 
previously been most evident in arable produce 
now affected live stock and live stock pro- 
ducts’ to a much greater degree than for- 
merly. The general index figure for agri- 
cultural produce for the year 1931 was 20 
per cent. above the level of the base years 
1911-13, or the lowest figure recorded since 
1914. It compares with 34 per cent. in 
1930, and 44 per cent. in 1929.. Apart from 
live stock, the detline in prices of wheat, 
milk and hay contributed largely to the fall_ 
of 14 points in the index number, but there 
was a sharp rise in the level of potato prices. 
The index figures for fat cattle declined con- 
tinuously during the first five months of 
1931; and values for fat sheep were very 
much lower on the year. As regards fat 
igs, prices receded still further from the low 
evels recorded at the close of 1930. Butter 
was. cheap. throughout’ the entire twelve 
months, and egg prices during each month of 
1931 were at a lower level than in the cor. 
responding month of 1930; and in December 
they fell to seven per cent. below pre-war. 
Values for poultry showed little change. 

At the Manchester “Cattle market on Tues- 
day weather conditions interfered with trade, 
supplies generally being light. Small cattle 
only were ing demand, heavy-weights 
being somewhat difficult to clear. Sheep 
and lambs showed a firmer tendency. At 
the Manchester Pig market, while fair sup- 
plies have been available, the present low 
prices ruling. for bacon. are -havin 
effect on business. Trade at the Manchester 
Dead Meat market has been by no means 
active, and there was an easier. feeling 
noticeable in most departments. 7 
* Dead poultry generally has been in: mode- 
rate request, but best descriptions met with a 
fair clearance. Prices on the whole ruled

ITZ KREISLER, still pre-eminent 
F among violonists, drew a m-E audience 
to the Theatre Royal, ublin, on 
Saturday afternoon, when he was the per- 
former at the “fourth “Celebrity concert. 
Although in the jast ten years his visits 
have not been infrequent, his audience con- 
finúes.to increase. Yesterdgy part of the 
stage was used to accommodate p le who 
could not get seats.in the auditorium. This 
arrangement we have seen whe. the per- 
former has been a pianist or a singer, but 
not, 1 think, in the case of a violonist, even 
when it was Kreisler himself... 
As usual, Kreisler undertook the whole of 
the recital, and aceupied the full tim-, with- 
out allowing any sense of monotony in the 
performance to arise. In this programme 
there was a greater proportion of classical 
music than he has been wont to include. The 
change pleased serious musicians, and at the 
sa. time appealed with manifest success to 
the musica] instinets of the rest. The Con- 
certo No. ó in G Major, by Mozart, which 
oceupied the middle part of the re al. was 
received with general delight—s6 much no, 
that the audience broke away fr. the 
ordinary piactice with regard to-such works, 
of reserving to the end of the whole work 
anything beyond a  discreét murmur of 
approval, and insisted on showing its pleasure 
by full rounds of applause at the close of 
ea. movement. 


A SPE ‘TA L PLEASUR E. 


Sometimes one is prone to think that too 
much of Mozart’s music is being kc,.t alive, 
amd that too little discrimination is shown 
by performers with regard to whe’, out of 
the great store of his compositions, shall be 
key! hefore the public. Be that as it may, 
the Concerto No. 3 is not a work that awaits 
judgment. Its place in the affection of 
musical folk is firm. Kreisler, [am s::e, had 
a special pleasure in playing it. Jt afforded 
him, of course, magnificent opportunities for 
the effective use of his adroitness in the execn- 
tion of technical feats, but Kreisler, being a 
great artist, used those opportunities by the 
way. and drew our notice rather to the 
vitality and the beauty of the music. During 
the exquisitely smooth and tender plaving of 
the middle movement Kreisler had the rapt 
attention of his hearers, and im the crowded 
theatre, as we listened to the lovely slow- 
drawn violin melody, there was not a pin- 
drop s equivalent of disturbing sound. Mr. 
Chariten Keith's refined and sympathetic 
work at the pianoforte was particularly 
appreciated in the Mozart. music, ' 

At the beginning of his recital Kreisler 
gave us Rach musica sonata and (from a 
suite for violin alone) a s@rabande and a 
gigue. The third, and coneluding, part of 
the recital comprised a umber of those 
smaller pieces which Kreisler so well knows 
how to présentein. their most winning guise. 
His own “Gipsy Caprice was not the least 
of these, He has written geveral charming 
compasitions, but this, I think, is the most 
original and substantial, and the most likely 
to be played, like the familiar ‘‘ Zigeuner- 
weisen, of Sarasate, long after the composer 
has ceased to play it. 

Other music in this part of the programme 
included the. ‘*-Vocalise."* of Rachmaninoff. 
which, by the nature. of thé meiody and of 
the setting, makes one think back to the 
famous Hach air on the G string: two 
habaneras by Ravel, the tango by Albeniz, 
and the jota by De Falla, to which assort- 
ment of Spanish rhythms Krejsler immediatei, 
added, as an encore piece, the dance move- 
ment, “La Vida Breve,” algo by De Falla.

merchants would be handicapped, 

It is pointed out that maize meal and maize 
products are the principal feeding stuffs used 
in ireland by farmers, owing their ~heap- 
nes, usefulness fc. all farm .stock, and the 
fact that saey canrot be repizced by any 
other feeding stuffs in the economic produc- 
tion of live-stock, 

“jit would appear,” the statement sets 
out, “ that, until after the Uttawa Conference 
in July, maize and other feeding stuffs will 
enter the Free State free of duty. ‘This would 
he obviously most unfair to the maize millers 
and merchants in Northern ireland, and we 
suggest that our Government approac) the 
Board of Trade in London, proposing a draw- 
hack of duty on all maize a . maize products 
by Northern Ireland millers and 
merchants into the drish Free Etate. At 
resent all feeding stuffs going into the Irish 
Fee State are accompanied by Customs 
forms. and from these tae officials could make 
out certificates either weekly or monthly.”

FATHER’S EVIDENCE.

He saw 
no bruises on his face. 
Answering Mr. O'Connor, witness now 
stated that when his son returned after 
release. on 8th December he looked 
battered and starved. 
His son would not tell him what 
happened as he wanted to conceal his con- 
dition. His son told others that when 
arrested at Kilglass, Co. Roscommon, Mr. 
O'Farrell and himself were handcuffed 
together and a third handcuff was put on 
and they were held back to back by 
it and were brought away in that 
manner. Subsequently the third handcuff 
was opened and they were taken to Mohil) 
Barracks. Mr. O'Farrell was placed in 
Mohill Barracks, and witness’s son Was 
brought to Ballinamore. His boy alleged 
that when being conveyed to Ballinamore 
the detective officers struck him apd kept 
beating him along the journey. He 
further alleged that his money was kept 
when he was discharged, and in the cell 
he was stripped and left there. When he 
was ordered to put on his clothes he was 
unable to do so owing to the cold, and he 
was kicked, and every four or six hours 
was beater. One of the detectives said 
he would “ do for him ” if he did not tell 
where the dumps and ammunition were, 
and when he said he did not know he was 
struck over the heart. The allegations 
added that he was offered a big sum of 
money if he would tell where the dumps 
were. He refused the money, and he was 
then asked to join the C.I.D., an offer he 
also refused.

CAUSE OF DEATH, 


Dr. J. H. Flynn, who previously gave 
evidence that Vaugh had died from 
influenza, said that physically and 
mentally Vaugh’s condition was lowered, 
and he was not able to withstand any 
disease. 
Coroner—Did the deceased man point 
out or show you any particular part cf his 
body on whieh he was beaten?—No, but 
he said he was beaten about the head 
and body. : 

Dr. P. F. Deerly, Carrick-on-Shannon, who 
made the post-mortem examination in the 
presence of Dr. Roden, Dr. Flynn and Dr. 
O'Dowd, said there were some faint marks 
on the body which, as Dr. Roden pointed 
out, were measles marks. Otherwise there 
were no marks on the body. With the 
exception of the lower lobe of the left 
lung, which was congested, all the other 
organs were healthy. There was nothing 
incorrect in saying that death ‘vas ‘rom 
influenza and measles. 

In answer to Mr, O'Connor, witness 
said that if left in a cell, stripped, 
it. would lower his resistance and influenza 
or anything else would polish him off. 
Assuming the story was true, and that he 
was beaten, and exposed in his cell for 
several hours, it might be a cause of the 
disease, 

Dr, J. F. Roden, Keadue, maintained 
that death was as a result of the measles, 
and in reply to Mr. Lynn he said that 
the feebleness of the boy’s heart struck 
him at the time he attended him, and ne 
was too bad to be sent to hospital. 

Dr. P. J. O'Dowd agreed with Dr. 
Doorly’s findings, and said the deceased’s 
boy’s limbs were greatly wasted. He 
agreed that he must have had influenza, 
and then contracted measles. He never 
knew a young man to die of measles, ex- 
cept he had congestion of the lungs, bron- 
chial pneumonia, or meningitis, and the 
possibility was that in this case death 
followed influenza,

‘Fidac’ has beer 
founded for the interests of the ex-soldie:s 
and their dependents.”’

the new duties will have in its province, and 
there is a tendency to delay entering into 
fresh commitments which has been noticea'le 
for a week or more. Tin particularly in- 
terests metal circles in connection with tariffs. 
Straits tin, being a British production, is 
obviously exempt. PFanka tin. the produce of 
the Dutch East Indies, would evidently be 
liable to an import duty, bot very I'ttle of 
this type of tin comes to Britain. Most of 
it is sold ¢.if. Holland. The main problem 
is the Bolivian tin. which is smelted at Liver. 
vool, and forms the bulk of the heavy stoc*s 
in warehouse there. Definite decision is 
wanted as to how anv duty will he caleulate| 
on imports of ore and the hasis of calculation 
—per ton or ad valorem. It is generally agree: 
that London as a world market, widelv used 
for hedging purpose: from. abroad, will have 
to quote its price for English standard tin 
free of dutv, leaving duties to be settled separ- 
ately by the buver. It may be presumed, 
however. that tin in warehouse in FEneland 
wonld appreciate hy the amount of the duiv, 
and it is not imovossible that this might. he 
reflected in an improvement in the gener:! 
position of the metal. 


SOUTH AFRICAN DUTY ON SHARE 
TRANSFERS. 

The rate of premium payable in English 
currency for Sorth African stainns for the 
ensuing week will continue to be 35 per cent. 
Consequently the premium chargeable for 
Sonth African stamps bv the London offices 
of South African companies from to-day (Men- 
dav), February 8, to Saturdav, February 13, 
will be 35 per cent. of their face value. 


THE OUTLOOK. 

The trend of discounts continues down- 
warde, and provided an early settlement of 
the Far Fastern trouble is reached we oucht 
to see a lower Bank rate on Thursday. It is 
in all probability the sudden development of 
the Shanghai crisis that has prevented sn 
earlier decline, Investors will need a little 
time before making un their minds as to the 
effect. of the new tariff policy on British in- 
dustry, but in the end we think thev will 
come to the conclusion that trade will benefit. 
and will buv shares in sound home Industri! 
companies (says The Sunday Times). Sir 
Arthur Balfour. the Sheffield industrialist, is 
among those who are convinced that protec- 
tion of the iron and steel industry is impera- 
tive. In a recent speech he also paid a 
well-meriicd tribute to the ‘solidity and 
svlendid manacvement ”; of British banks 
throughout the recent crisis. A bear raid on 
Cables and Wireless Stocks is accompanied by 
the rumour that the report of the Committee 
on Communictions, wh'ch has been examining 
the relations between the Cables and Wireless 
operating subsidiary and the Post Office, will 
be unfavourable. We think it is high time 
the facts became known, so that the public 
may judge for themselves of the merits of this 
dispute. We believe the Far Eastern crisis is 
petering out, and with everybody agreed 
that the conferences must dispose of war 
debts and reparations we seem to he getting 
down to solid cround at last. But all depends 
on the attitude of the public. Confidence in 
these times is a plant of slow growth.

ST. PETER’S POSITION. 
Christ built His Church upon St. Peter as 
its rock foundation. Many non-Catholics, and 
not merely the uneducated, are loath to ack- 


minence among the Apostles; yet the New 


position altogether unique. Peter's name 
stands first in the four lists of the Apostles 
(Matt. X.; Mk. IIL; L. VL.; Acts. 1); to 
Peter our Lord promised to give the keys of 
the ‘Kingdom of Heaven and the power of 
binding and loosing (Matt. xvi. 19); for Peter 
Christ prayed that his faith should not fail, 


xxii. 31); to Peter the risen Lord committed 
the feeding and shepherding of His sheep and 
lambs, that is of His entire flock (J. xxi. 14- 
17). After the Ascension, Peter everywhere 
enjoyed undisputed priority; it was he who 

resided at the appointment of a successor to 
Soden (Acts I. 15-26); he who preached the 
first sermon on the first Pentecost (Acts 
14-36); he who received the Jews into the 
Church (Acts II. 38-41); he who wrought the 
first miracle (Acts HI, 1-8); he who inflicted 
the first punishment (Acts V. 1-11);-he who 
made the first visitation of the Churches of all 
Palestine (Acts IX. 31-32); he, in fine, who 
opened the Church to the Gentiles (Acts X. 
1-48). It may well, indeed, be asked if it 
would be possible for a man to enjoy greater 
pre-eminence. | 

It can, therefore, be no matter for sur- 
prise, if Peter was also made the rock foynda- 
tion of the Church; its visible, even as Christ 
was its invisible, support. That such is the fact 
is put beyond all reasonable doubt by the 
following passage of St. Matthew’s Gospel: 
** And as came into the quarters of 


ciples, saying: Who do men say that the Son 
of Man is? But they said: Some John the 
Baptist, and other some Elias, and others 
Jeremias or one of the prophets. Jesus saith 
to them: But who do you say that I am? 
Simon Peter answered and said: Thou art the 
Christ, the Son of the livmg God. And 
Jesus answering, said to him: Blessed art 
thon, Simon, son of Jona, because flesh and 
blood hath not revealed it fo thee, but my 
Father who is in Heaven. And I say to thee: 
Thou. art Peter, and unon this rock I will 
build my Church, and the gates of Hel! shall 
not. prevail against it. And I will give to 
thee. the keys of the Kingdom of Heaven; 
and whatsoever thou shalt bind upon earth, it 
shall be bound also in heaven: and whatso- 
ever thou shalt loose upon earth, it shall be 
loosed also in Heaven.” (Matt. XVI. 15-19). 


PROFESSION OF FAITH. | 
Peter’s glorious profession of faith here re- 
corded: “ Thou art the Christ, the Son of the 
living God,” was evidently the first confession, 
on the part of any of the Apostles, of Jesus 
Christ’s Divinity; and our Lord, addressing 
him by his old name of Simon, declared him 
blessed for having been illumined by the 
Father to make such a confession. Then, in 
return for such a glorious pronouncement, 
our Lord, now calling Simon by his new 
name of Peter, or Rock—a name foretold 
for him by our Lord the first time they 
ret (J. I. 42)—proceeds to make a glorious 
pronouncement about him: ‘‘ And I say to 
thee, that thou art Rock, and upon this rock 
I will build my Church, and the gates of 
hell shall not prevail against it. And I will 
give to thee the keys of the Kingdom of 
Heaven, and whatsoever thou shalt bind 


that our Lord had foretold the change of 
Simon’s name to Peter or Rock, and note 
that He now pointedly turns from the old 
name to the new, saying: “ Thou art. Rock,” 
and immediately proceeds to say: ‘* And 
upon this very rock I will build my Church,” 
according to all the laws of interpretation 
the sense must be, that our Lord meant 
to build His Church upon the rock of 
Peter. 
Many Protestants, however still maintain, 
as the recent controversy showed, that the 
rock .upon which our Lord here promised 
to build His Church was not Peter, but 
either Peter’s . confession of. Christ’s 
Divinity, or Christ’s Divinity itself. But 
who does not see that when our Lord said: 
‘‘Thou art Rock, and upon this very rock 
I will build my Church,” the demonstrative 
pronoun “ this” must refer, according to 
all the Jaws of language, to the Rock im- 
mediately preceding. It is not surprising, 
therefore, to find that a large number of the 
best Protestant commentators of the past 
century, however, opposed to the supremacy 
of Peter or of the Po e, agree with Catho- 
lies in holding that Peter is the -rock on 
which Christ here promised to build His 
Church. Bloomfield, one of the leading 
English Protestant commentators of the 
nineteenth century, adopting the words of a 
Protestant Bishop, says: “‘It would be a 
desperate uúdertaking to prove that Christ 
meant any other than Peter.” ad 
Without any doubt, therefore, our Lord 
here promised to build. His Church upon 
Peter, as its firm and unshakable founda- 
tion. ‘‘ Now the proper nature of a founda- 
tion is to be a principle of cohesion for the 
various parts of the building. It must 
have the necessary conditions of stability 
and strength. Remove it and the whole 
building falls. It is consequently the office 
of St. Peter to support the Church, and to 
guard it im all its strength and indestructible 
unity. How could he fulfil this office with- 
out the power of commanding,. forbidding 
and, judging, “which is properly . called 
jurisdiction?

Edward J. Byrne) warns parents of the very 
grave. responsibility that they incur in dis- 
regarding the admonitions of the Church by 
sending their children to non-Catholic schools, 
and he quotes from the decrees of the Plenary 
Synod of Maynooth, that ‘Catholic children 
are not to attend non-Catholic, neutral (that 
is, purely secular) or mixed schools—that is 
to gay, schools that are. open to non-Catholics 
. « »« «+ and, regarding universities and 
university colleges, ‘that ‘‘ Non-Catholic 
colleges, inasmuch as .they are intrinsically 
dangerous to faith and morals, remain under 
the ban of the Church. Since there are within 
the Irish Free State three university 
colleges sufficiently safe in regard to faith 
and morals, we, therefore, strictly prohibit, 
and under pain of grave sin, we forbid. 
priests. and all clerics, by advice or otherwise, 
to recommend parents or others having charge 
of youth to send the young persons in. their 
care to Trinity College. Likewise, we forbid 
priests and clerics to recommend young people 
themselves to attend Trinity College.”’ 

“ As secret societies are seriously detri- 
mental to religion and to public order,” the 
Archbishop states, ‘“‘successive Sovereign 
Pontiffs have pronounced sentence of excom- 
munication, not only against the members 
of those societies, but also against all who 
in any way promote the interests of such 
unholy organisations. We take this oppor- 
tunity of once more warning our young men 
not to be led astray by specious arguments. 
or induced to join these or other prohibited 
organisations.”
